MOGADISHU, Somalia — Two 
weeks after a U.S. pullout from 
Kismayu began, 500 American sol- 
diers were heading back to the 
southern port Wednesday to try to 
mend a shattered truce that has 
jeopardized nationwide peace talks.

Mohamed Farrah Aidid said he 
would not return to the bargaining 
table until the situation in the 
southern port city of Kismayu “is 
completely reversed.” 

Aidid supports Col. Omar Jess, a 
warlord whose 40 backers in 
Kismayu. were forced to retreat 
from the-city Tuesday after an 
attack by 300 supporters of 
Mohamed Said Hirsi, also known 
as Gen. Morgan. 

Jess’ followers fled to a village 10 
miles to the north. At least 49 peo-

Legendary Helen Hayes 
dies of heart failure

NYACK, N.Y. — Helen Hayes, 
who won the ‘highest honors of 
stage, screen and television and 
was dubbed “First Lady of the 
American Theater,” died 
Wednesday. She was 92. 

Despite her size — she was 5 feet 
tall and weighed 100 pounds — she 
brought lofty command to histori- 
cal roles, and she added grace and 
mischief to parts as ingenues and 
elderly sleuths 

Hayes was brought to Nyack 
Hospital, in a New York suburb, 
early last week suffering from con- 
gestive heart failure. 

She received three Tonys and ‘an 
Emmy as well as two Oscars, and a 
Grammy. In 1981 she was awarded 
the Kennedy Center Honors for 
lifetime achievement.

U.S. unsure of Iranian bombing claim 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — The office of exiled Iranian President Abolhassan 
Bani-Sadr said an explosion killed 20 people Wednesday at the Tehran 
home of Iran’s spiritual leader, Ayatollah Ali Khamenei. 


“Khamenei’s office reportedly denied the report, and another leading 


Iranian dissident group said no explosion took place at Khamenei’s resi- 
dence. , 
U.S. State Department officials said in Washington they checked out 


the report and found nothing to verify it. They spoke on condition of 


anonymity. 

“We have received information that today, between 2 p.m. and 3 p.m., 
there was an explosion at the residence of Mr. Seyed Ali Khamenei, 
‘leader of the revolution,” said a statement. from Bani-Sadr’s office in 
Versailles, just outside Paris. 

Khamenei, 53, is Iran’s supreme leader and successor to the late 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. He also commands the armed forces. 

The Washington office of Iran’s Mujahedeen Khalq opposition, howev- 
er, said it checked its contacts in Tehran and believes the Paris report 
originated with Tehran residents’ setting off fireworks to celebrate 
“Charshanbeh Souri,” the last Tuesday of the Iranian year. 


Overtime and unemployment at highs 


WASHINGTON — At a time when nearly 9 million people can’t find 
jobs, other Americans are putting in the most overtime since the govern- 
ment started keeping records in the 1950s. 

With factory workers averaging 4.2 hours of overtime a week, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics says more than a tenth of all work done in the 
nation’s factories is performed on overtime. 

The factory work week grew by 24 minutes in the last five months and 
by 12 minutes in February alone. 

“If we could go back to the amount of overtime worked in 1982, we 
would create three million new jobs without increasing the federal 
deficit,” said John Zalusky, an economist at the AFL-CIO. Economists 
say one reason employers are going the overtime route is because paying 
for overtime hours doesn’t cost as much as hiring new workers. 


3 indicted on Trade Center charges 


NEW YORK — Two Palestinian suspects were indicted Wednesday on 
charges they “willfully, knowingly and maliciously” bombed the World 
Trade Center, killing six people. 

The one-paragraph federal indictment of Mohammed Salameh, 25, and 
Nidal Ayyad, 25, gave no details about their alleged roles and shed no 
new light’ on a motive for the bombing of the world’s second-tallest build- 
ings. The federal grand jury also didn’t mention other suspects, although 
authorities have said they hope for more arrests. 

A third man, Ibrahim Elgabrowny, 42, was indicted on charges includ- 
ing obstruction of justice and fraud. 

_Salameh rented the van used to transport the explosive, while Ayyad is 
a chemical engineer capable of building a bomb, authorities said. 

Elgabrowny already had been charged with obstruction of justice for 
his alleged assault on two FBI agents carrying a search warrant for his 
apartment. 


Gays protest exclusion from parades 


More than an hour before the St. Patrick’s Day parade in New York 
‘started, hundreds of marchers protesting the exclusion of Irish homosex- 
uals staged a countermarch up Fifth Avenue, chanting “Hey-hey, ho-ho, 
homophobia has got to go!” : ; 

When they ran into a line of police, they knelt or squatted as police 
cuffed them and moved them into vans and buses. 

In all, 228 were arrested, most for violating a court order, including 

* City Councilman Thomas Duane, an acknowledged homosexual who was 
cheered as he stepped into a police wagon. Five were charged with disor- 
derly conduct. 

Similarly, in Boston organizers were trying to block a gay group from 
marching for the second consecutive year. Last month, a judge ruled the 
homosexuals had a right to march. 

In New York a judge ruled Tuesday that the Irish Lesbian and Gay 
Organization, which has battled for three years to be included in the 
main parade, could not stage a protest parade on the avenue. 

Protesting the homosexual ban, New York City Mayor David. Dinkins, 
Gov. Mario Cuomo and other political officials boycotted the nation’s old- 
est St. Patrick’s Day parade.

NAFTA will help — 
Utah’s economy 


Sacrifice calls for giving up something good for something better. The North | 


American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) could be an economic boon to the 
Western United States if union leaders were willing to make some sacrifices. 
Union leaders are pushing to abort NAFTA legislation before Congress brings 
it to the floor. They oppose cutting a few labor trees to build an economic forest. 
If passed, NAFTA would lower trade barriers between the United States, 
Mexico and Canada and create a trading bloc

The treaty would also create a federally- 
funded trade route connecting the Western 
United States with Mexico and Canada. This 
would allow U.S. truckers to deliver goods in 
Mexico, instead of unloading at the border. 
Mexican truckers would be granted the same freedoms. Union leaders fear this 
open door combined with lower tariffs will turn U.S. jobs and foreign-owned 
factories over to Mexican labor with its lowér wages (Mexico’s minimum wage 
is about $1 an hour).. . me, 
In reality, NAFTA passage would spawn uncounted jobs as U.S. companies 
- meet growing international demands for goods and services. In the past three 
. years, trade between Western Canadian provinces and the Rocky Mountain 
; states has increased 11 percent. Trade with Mexico has soared upward by 95 
percent in the past five years. 
According to the American Trucking Association, commerce between the United 
States and Mexico (now at $55 billion a year) will triple under NAFTA. 

In fact, a number of U.S. companies are preparing for the rise in Mexican con- 
sumer market by creating new labor forces in the Western United States. 
Companies ranging from environment to electronics are expanding to become 
international centers, and create more U.S. jobs. National retail chain Wal- 
Mart bought 220 acres near Hurricane for a warehouse to supply stores in 
Mexico. WordPerfect and Cellular One are among’ many local businesses 
expanding to encompass new markets created by the NAFTA — that is, if it 
passes. ie 

Union leaders who oppose the NAFTA don’t see the whole picture. They are 
concerned over the possible loss of jobs, compared to the guaranteed rise in 
U.S. jobs to accommodate a widened international market. Consumers should 
support NAFTA legislation, which will reward them with a fair international 
market regulated by competition and property rights. 


World must prevent 
nukes in North Korea 


North Korea’s withdrawal from the nonproliferation treaty raises new ten- 
sions that could have worldwide implications. 

Although North Korea may not yet be in a position to use those weapons they 
claim to have been developing, the action is a direct threat to the most signifi- 
cant international agreement during the nuclear age. If North Korea is able to 
get away with its decision, it would set a precedent to other nations and would 

~ undermine world stability. 

_ It is the first nation to withdraw from the treaty that includes 155 nations. 
However, some undeclared nuclear powers, such as India, Pakistan and Israel, 
have declined to join. North Korea is also the first nation placed under a man- 
date to open undeclared nuclear facilities to the International Atomic Energy 
“Agency. 

. The withdrawal came two weeks before an [AFA deadline for the inspection of 
two nuclear sites at Yongbyon for evidence of plutonium production. 

Last month the CIA’s new chief James Woolsey warned Congress about the 
“real possibility that North Korea has manufactured enough radioactive mater- 
ial fur at least one nuclear weapon.” The CIA also suspects the North Koreans 
of experimenting with biological weapons. a 

Given the possible graveness of the situation, ‘President Bill Clinton and 

Secretary of State Warren Christopher should give it special attention. 
- It is questionable why the United States sent an additional 19,000 servicemen 
to South Korea for war games, when there are about 36,000 Americans already 
serving in the area. Because they are conducting massive military exercises 
with South Korea during mounting tensions on the Korean Peninsula, North 
Korea calls these operations “a preparation for a nuclear attack.” 

North Korea also declared a “semistate of war” and ordered its 1.1 million- 
member army on alert. 

The United States should lead the international community to pressure North 
Korea to reverse its decision. Because withdrawal requires a 90 day notice, the 
inspection deadline remains in effect — a period which will not expire until 
June 10. 

Diplomatic efforts are underway today in Vienna in order to resolve the issue. 
But if negotiations break down, then international pressure from the U.N. 
Security Council would be justified. Four of the five Security Council members 
— the U.S., France, Russia and Great Britain — are ready to insist on IAEA 
inspections. 

The Daily Universe supports the U.S. Commerce Department’s approval of 
$1.2 billion in exports to North Korea as an incentive for the country to reverse 
its decision. But more pressure should be exerted by the world community. By 

_ displaying international unity, perhaps North Korea would reverse its suicidal 
course. The world has much too gain from such a decision. - -

Shooting law 
protested; 
enforcement 
suspended

A sportsman protest of a newly- 
released Utah County shooting 
ordinance has caused county com- 
missioners to re-evaluate and sus- 
pend enforcement of the new law. 

“It was something that got passed 
inadvertently, without a public | 
hearing, so we need to revise it,” | 
County Commissioner Richard | 
Johnson said. 

Craig Turner of the Utah County 
Sheriffs office and Mark Brady of 
the County Attorney’s office were 
appointed to head a special citi- 
zen’s committee to discuss chang- 
ing the new ordinance. 

“We'll be better off not enforcing 
(the ordinance) until the committee 
determines whether or not to make 
any revisions,” Turner said. 

Shooting ordinance Article 13-3-5 
prohibits the discharge of firearms 
within one mile of a dwelling or 
home and one-half mile for a shot- 
gun. 

In addition, the ordinance pro- 
hibits the use of firearms in Utah 
County east of state road 68 and 
the county road extension of 12800 
West to the county border, with the . 
exception of government-owned 
property. 

Sportsmen, however, can use 
firearms during legal hunting sea- 
sons as set by Utah state law, and 
at designated shooting ranges. 
Firearms can be used on private 
property with a special permit as 
long as sportsmen are at least one 
mile or one-half mile (with a shot- 
gun) from any building. 

Garth Killpack, president of 
Pacific States Rifle Club, opposes 
certain parts of the ordinance. 

Killpack agrees that firearms 
shouldn’t be discharged within a 
mile of a building, but he says his 
group intends to change the rest of 
the ordinance.
